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Sir: 

This is to summarize the record of the telephone interview of January 19, 2007 
with the Examiner Dr. James Rogers. 

The Examiner called to discuss an Examiner's amendment of the claims. It was 
proposed to amend the claims to process claims because he has problems with getting the 
product claims allowed. 

Discussions were had to point out that product is properly defined as a product by 
process and properly distinguished from that described in the prior art Pathak et al and Hirose et 
al in view of Dowding et al. It was pointed out that the claimed product is in particulate form, 
whereas the prior at product is in mass form. The claimed product is injectable, whereas the 
prior art product must be produced in situ on the surface of the skin. Although, the Examiner 
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seems to be persuaded, he remains reluctant. Applicant agrees to accept the amendment without 
prejudice to the filing of a divisional application for the product claims.
